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SCHOOL FIGURES 

Figure skating originated by efforts of skaters to draw geometric figures on ice. 
This art still forms one of the three branches of figure skating as we know it today. The 
other branches which followed in later years are free skating and ice dancing. 

As Geometry is an exact science, so are the demands of skating school figures very 
exacting and precise, requiring a high degree of co-ordination of nerves, mind and body, 
achieved only by many hours of practice. 

The figures are based on the circle, forming eights and three lcbed designs. Intricate 
turns are added to the circles increasing the degree of difficulty. The adopted figures are 
forty in number ranging from the elementary circles to the most complex patterns. 

The rules of performance are extremely rigid. The figures must be skated on one 
foot, both forward and backward, beginning with either the right or the left foot. 

To reach the top a skater must pass nine tests, a preliminary, and eight regular 
tests. The eighth or gold test is the crown cf achievement which few attain. However, the 
constant challenge presented by the skating of figures makes this a very absorbing and 
rewarding recreation for both sexes of all ages
